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The Kirkstone and Brothers Water. The Kirkstone 
is a large stone which gives its name to the celebrated 
Kirkstone Pass. The pass itself is wild and rugged. Brothers 
Water is the small lake which lies directly in front of it. 
The drowning of two brothers in the lake is the reputed 
origin of the name. 
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
